The 17th Inftant at one in the Morning, the Army 
commanded by the Duke of Marlborough decamp'd 
from Elft, and came into the Neighbourhood of 
Treves: The Marthal de Villars did not thirk fit to 
fend any Troops to obferve our March, which was 
cover'd by 20 Squadrons of Horfe, left for the Rear 
Guard. It rain'd almoft the whole day, which fa- 
tigu’d the Troops, and made the March fo long, that 
they could not come into their Camp till late ; fo 
they were oblig’d to halt the next day. 

The 19th the Foot with the ‘irain of Artillery 
continued their March towards the Maefe, under the 
Command of General Churchil. His Grace follow’d 
Yefterday, and encamp'd at Hopital ; and this day 
came to Bibrich. The Foot and Artillery marches 
in two Bodys, and the Horfe take a third Route, for 
the greater Conveniency of the Troops ; but the whole 
will joyn the 27th at Duren. 

His Grace has left the 7ooo Palatins under the 
Command of Count d’ Aubach, and the Weftpha- 
lians, to fecure Treves and guard che Mofelle ; but 
the 4000 Men of the Duke of Wirremberg’s Troops 
in the Stares Pay, and the 12020 Pruifigns have or- 
ders to joyn Prince Lewis ; as the Weitphalians wail 
likewife do, as foon as the Marfha: de Villars has 
made any confiderable Detachment, which we do not. 
hear he has yet done ; being, as we are advis’d, 
ftili in his Camp between Sirck and Thionville.
